Mayors from Niagara and 
across the border are hopeful 
the Canadian Motor Speedway 
becomes a reality. 

The $400 million facility 
that could seat up to 65,000 
fans, will include a large retail 
area and a research and devel¬ 
opment centre operated by 
McMaster University, was the 
topic of a presentation made 
by the project's proponents 
and the Fort Erie Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation on Wednesday. 

Jim Diodaiti, the mayor of 
Niagara Falls, said if the speed¬ 
way is built, it will compliment 
the many tourism options 
already available in the area. 

"It's going to enhance and 
play into the buffet of enter¬ 
tainment we already have," 
said Diodati. 

Although he has never 
attended an auto-racing event, 
he says it will be a substantial 
economic boost for the region 
and that his municipality is 
frilly behind the project.

Fort Erie Mayor Doug 
Martin said inviting area 
officials for an update on the 
project came as a result of 
others inquiring about its 

"We wanted to have every¬ 
body down so we could talk 
to them directly," said 
Martin.

the development. 

"We want to make sure all 
the key stakeholders in the 
region know what the proj¬ 
ect is all about," said 
Mohammad. 

A grass-roots environ¬ 


mental group called the 
Preservation of Agricultural 
Lands Society has appealed 
the OMB's decision last year, 
that essentially gave the 
speedway a green light. 

The appeal will be heard 
Mar. 21 in Toronto. 

"We're not too worried. 
Going in, our lawyers are 
confident," said 

Mohammad. 

"We think it will be an 
important and successful 
day for us," he added. 

If the OMB once again 
rules in favour of the speed¬ 
way, Mohammad said the 
first order of business will be 
seeking approvals for the re¬ 
alignment of Miller's Creek. 

Once those approvals are 
given, Mohammad said a 
groundbreaking by the third 
week of May is a target, as 
the process of restructuring 
the creek would begin. 

Bricks and mortar and 
construction of the speed¬ 
way would begin in 2014. 

The project will sit on 823 
acres of land between Bowen 
and Thompson Roads, adja¬ 
cent to the Queen Elizabeth 
Way. 

It will include a one-mile 
oval course and a 2.5 mile 
road course.

We often hear members 
of council claim they were 
elected "by the people" to 
make decisions on behalf of 
Greater Fort Erie. 

This is true, but a more 
accurate description would 


be saying they were elected 
by "some of the people." 

On Monday night, Mayor 
Doug Martin's recommen¬ 
dation to move to an at- 
large structure during the 
next municipal election 
and dissolve all six wards, 
was turned down by the 
majority of council, with a 
4-3 vote. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley raised a good point 
about why he is not in 
favour of abolishing the 
current system, saying that 
each ward needs a champi¬ 
on of its most important 
issues, using basement 


flooding in Crescent Park as 
an example, of why he ran 
for office in 2006. 

This was an issue that he 
experienced first-hand and 
he knew how to deal with it, 
how to provide advice for 
people who were suffering 
from the same problem. 

I totally understand 
where he's coming from. 
That's certainly something 
to consider. 

Council were faced with 
a few options on this topic 
and one of them was to 
allow the public to provide 
its thoughts on moving to a 
general vote in 2014.

PURPOSE AND EFFECT 

The Town of Fort Erie has initiated a major Housekeeping Amendment to bring the Town’s Zoning 
By-law 129-90 into conformity with the Town’s new Official Plan which was approved by the Town in 
September of 2006 and the Regional Municipality of Niagara in November of 2011. In addition, this 
housekeeping amendment will recognize other minor housekeeping changes that have been noted by 
staff throughout 2012. 

The index has been modified to reflect the proposed new changes throughout the by-law. Also a new 
clause has been added to the interpretation section to clarify that the by-law may not necessarily 
reference the most current legislation or regulation, but that the most current legislation or regulation 
is applicable. 

New Definitions and Amended Definitions 

An examination of the Zoning By-law has revealed a need for the following new definitions to be 
introduced: “Assisted Living House”, “BMX Race Track”, “Equine Related Manufacturing 
Facilities”, “Farm Winery” “Greenhouse Product Outlet”, “Home for the Aged”, 
“Local Shopping Centre”, “Regional Shopping Centre”, “Secondary Use”, “Spa 
Services”, and “Temporary Use”. There are three newly titled definitions “Farm Product 
Market”, “Farm Product Outlet” and “Agriculturally Related Use”. Revisions to other 
existing definitions to provide clearer meaning and understanding are proposed to: “Attic”, “Bake 
Shop”, “Group Home”, “Liquor Store”, “Lot Frontage”, “Outdoor Recreation”, 
“Personal Service Shop”, “Professional Office” and “Tradespersons Shop”. The follow¬ 
ing detinitions are to be deleted: “Second Level Lodging House”, “Senior Citizens 
Apartment House”, “Shopping Centre”, “Portable Home” and “Modular Home”. 
Grammatical. Spelling and Clarifying Amendments 

Grammatical, spelling and minor clarifying amendments have been completed, including renumber¬ 
ing of some sections where it is deemed necessary, due to other changes to the by-law. 


An examination of the provisions required new provisions and changes to old provisions to provide 
clarity and to be consistent with human right’s code and green energy act. The provisions include 
changes to: “Accessory Uses”, “Group Homes”, “Home Occupations”, “Lighting and 
Signs”, “Parking Area Regulations”, “Prohibited Uses”, “Swimming Pools”, 


“Temporary Uses”, “Storage of Recreational Vehicles”, “Yard Encroachments”, 
“Accessory Apartments” and “Refuse Collection Areas”.

Conservation Areas identified in the Town’s Official Plan

Section 20: General Commercial C2 Zone - Three new uses and height limit in metres 
Section 21 : Central Business District C2A Zone - A new use and height limit in metres 
Section 22: Highway Commercial C3 Zone - A new use, height in metres, and relocation of 
special exception. 

Section 24: Recreational Commercial C5 Zone - Three new uses, height in metres, and relocation 
and deletion special exceptions. 

Section 25: Shopping Centre Commercial C6 Zone - A new use, new regulations for a local 
shopping centre and a regional shopping centre. 

Section 26: Rural Commercial C7 Zone - height in metres, and relocation and deletion of special 
provisions. 

Section 26A: Core Mixed Use 1 CMU1 Zone - rename the zone, permit an additional use, 
relocation of special exceptions and height in metres. 

Section 27: Industrial IN Zone - removal of use, regulations for buildings with exposure to the 
QEW. 

Section 28: Prestige Industrial PI Zone - regulations for buildings with exposure to the QEW. 
Section 29: Dry Industrial Dl Zone - change name of a use to match definition in Section 5 and 
regulations for buildings with exposure to the QEW.

Section 32: Public P Zone - new regulations for water pollution control plants 
Section 33: Open Space OS Zone - Relocation of special exceptions 
Section 34: Hazard H Zone - permit accessory building with existing use and associated

At Monday's council-in-committee 
meeting, a staff report was approved by 
council that explained how much money 
members of council were allocated for 
then salary and other expenditures. 

Under the mandate of the Municipal 
Act, the treasurer of municipalities must 
submit remuneration and expenses paid 
to each member of council and persons 
appointed by the local government. 

Mayor Doug Martin's salary in 2012 
was $54,727 and all other members of 
council were paid $12,792, with the 
exception of Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular, 
who was paid $17,044. 

Mayor Doug Martin received $3,945 for 
various expenses including his cellular 
phone bill, attendance to Association of 
Municipalities Ontario (AMO)conferenc- 
es and other events. 

Ward 1 Coun. Rick Shular received 
$2,899 for expenses which also included 
attendance to AMO conferences, Internet 
charges and attendance to an event in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Ward 2 Rick Shular's expenses only 
involve $514 in Internet charges. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steckley's bill for his 
trip to the Communities-in-Bloom con¬ 
ference in Alberta, along with presence at 
the Greater Fort Erie Chamber of 
Commerce's annual meeting, adds up to 
a total of $2,156 for expenses in 2012. 

Councillors Paul Collard and Don 
Lubberts did not accumulate any expens¬ 
es and Ward 4 Coun. John Hill was com¬ 
pensated only $25 for his attendance at 
the Welland-Pelham Chamber of 
Commerce's Mayor's Luncheon. 

In total, expenses for council equates 
to $9,540. All members of council, exclud¬ 
ing the mayor, were paid $859 for travel 
allowance.

In 2012, over 5,800 
V-Day benefit events took 
place produced by volun¬ 
teers around the world, edu¬ 
cating millions of people 
about the reality of violence 
against females. 

This is the third year for 
the play in Ridgeway, which 
Spencer-Walker describes as 
a fun, and enlightening eve¬ 
ning. In the last two years, 
the Ridgeway production 
has raised $16,000. 

Despite the efforts to raise 
awareness and provide help, 
on average, every six days a 
woman in Canada is killed 
by her partner. 

In 2009, 67 women were 
murdered by a current or 
former spouse or boyfriend. 

On any given day in 
Canada, more than 3,000 
women (along with their 
2,500 children) are living in 
an emergency shelter to 


against women in Canada 
for health- care, criminal 
justice, social services and 
lost wages and productivity 
has been calculated at $4.2 
billion every year. The finan¬ 
cial struggles will only con¬ 
tinue to depend for these 
very useful organizations 
with government spending 

In one year, 427,000 
women over the age of 15 
reported they had been sex¬ 
ually assaulted and since 
only about 10 per cent of all 
sexual assaults are reported 
to police, that number is 
actually much higher. 

What this means, is that 
one in three women in 
Canada will experience 
domestic violence or 
assault. 

The Vagina Monologues is 
an episodic play, which was 
written by Eve Ensler. It is 
made up of a varying num¬ 
ber of monologues ready by 
a varying number of women. 
Each of the monologues 
deals with an aspect of the 
feminine experience.

The wait for Bishop 
Gerald Bergie, and the 1.5 
billion Catholics around 
the globe came to an end 
March 13, as white smoke 
billowed from the Sistine 
Chapel. 

Bergie, who was driving 
along the highway, when 
he heard the news on the 
radio felt a sense of relief, 
accompanied with a sense 


have a new leader and a 
new Holy Father,” he said. 

The bishop of St. 
Catharines Diocese made 
his way back to the office 
where he gathered with 
staff to watch the 
announcement of the new 
pope live on television. 

Argentina’s Jorge 
Bergoglio, elected Pope 
Francis I, became the 
266th pope of the Roman 
Catholic Church after Pope 
Benedict XVI made the

ing in the same direction, 
but certainly there’s a dif¬ 
ferent flavour of people 
bringing different experi¬ 
ences from different parts 
of the world.”

Over the next weeks, 
Niagara parishes will 
include prayers of thanks¬ 
giving and some could 
offer masses for the new 

Bergie predicted contin¬ 
ued excitement and antici¬ 
pation as the church pre¬ 
pares for the installation 
ceremony in Rome next 
week. Everyone will want 
to get to know more about 
who the new pope is, he 

“We really don’t know 
him, and I’m sure over the 
coming months we’ll get to 
know him a little better 
through his public appear¬ 
ances and his writings and 
whatever decisions he 
makes with regards to the 
government of the 

Bergie said he's never 


pope, but 
heard he's a humble man 
whose choice of the name 
Francis is very telling. 
Popes usually adopt names 
that reflect what they see 
their new role will be as 
the Holy Father, he said. 

Francis of Assisi was a 
beloved saint ofthe church, 
who was able to revive the 
church through a life of 
simplicity, he said.
